LETTER TO UNCLE SAM. 
News Office, Richmond, Cal. 
Nov. 6, 1917. 

, My Dear Unele Sam: 

} I don’t want to be kicking all the time, 
but it does seem nowdays that unless a 
fellow kicks and fights and scrambles like 
blazes he is imposed upon and does not get 
what is coming to him. 

My kick this time seems to he very iin- 
portant, and I hope you will do something 
about it right away. I claim to be as 
loyal as any man that ever lived, and come 
of good old fighting stock, and all that sort 
of thing, but there is a limit to everything, 
and I have arrived at a point where I am 
going to rebel, and go right straight up in 
the air, arid fight the whole army and navy 


*- and the government itself alone and single 


handed rather than submit to what many 
other good Americans have submitted to 
and what may face me before this; war is 
over, for all that I know. ! 
There are some things I simply won’t 
stand for, and this is one of them, al- 
though I don’t mind going to the front and 
to the trenches, if you will forget the fact 
ae 


ing in to the effect that as soon as an 


« American gets over in France a lot of the 


French soldiers gather around and pro- 
ceed to kiss him. 

Now, Uncle, this is rubbing it in too 
far. I respectfully submit that no good 
American should be subjected to this sort 
of punishment when he has done nothing 
to deserve it, and I for one do not propose: 
to stand for it, if it is to be applied to me, 
in case I go over as war correspondent or 
otherwise. 

If there is any kissing to be done, I am 


perfectly willing to do my full share, and | 
-more too, but it has got to be with the 


women and not with the men. I am willing 
to volunteer right now to enlist and start. 
right in and kiss every woman in France, 
irrispective of social position or age, and 
start at the cradle and go right on up to 
grandmother, but doggone if I will kiss 
any men, or allow any of them to kiss me. 
The idea of a fellow getting his mind 
made up to be kissed by something kiss- 
able, and then have it spoiled by a long 
mustache being put under his nose, and the 
usual candy and chewing gum flavor of 
the kiss substituted by a taste and odor 
of frogs legs and garlic and sour wine, is 
too much.

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A GRAVE PROBLEM. 


Charitable organizations and similar 
bodies all around the country are faced 
with a new condition which is worrying 
them considerably. Heretofore they have 
had to help the families of men out of 
work or improvident, but now nearly evervy- 
body has employment, and less are im. 
provident than usual, but there are in- 
numerable cases where the wage of the 
man is not sufficient to cover the expense 
account under this presentghigh cost of all 
the, necessities of life, and unless these 
cases are helped out by charity there is 
bound to be much suffering, especially 
among women and children, say the heads 
of the organzations. 

It is figured that the man earning $60 
a month or less cannot support an aver- 
age family of five persons on that amount, 
even by using the strictest economy. Esti- 
mates based upon the cheapest of whole- 
some foods place the expense under pres- 
ent conditions at about 35 cents a day for 
each person, and adding to this the cost of 
rent, light, fuel and clothing runs the sum 
needed per family considerably over $60 


There is something radically wrong 
about this condition, and it is something 
which our government should take right 
hold of and handle without gloves. A 
family of five can live very comfortably 
in Paris or London on $60 a month, but 
they cannot in New York, Chicago or San 
Francisco. This ought not to be. Thera 
is something rotton in more places than 
Denmark and Sweden, or this \would not 
be true, and just why our expert govérn- 
men food and fuel chiefs do not fix it is 


something the average layman cannot dope 
out. 


Our government has got its wires crossed 
in this matter somewhere, and it is up to 
the heads of he departments to find out 
where, and get it straighened out. We 
get conservation of food handed to us every 
day of our lives, and it seems to us to be 
largely superlative. 

With food prices where they are, and 
constantly soaring, it is a lead-pipe cinch 
that the common every day people are not 
only going to conserve food, but that they 
have to, or go hungry, and millions of them 
are going to suffer malnutrition, no matter 
how hard they conserve. 

We do not claim to understand it, and 
may be mistaken in our deductions, but 
we see no earthly reason why, under all 
the conditions, food, clothing, shoes and 
other necessaries should be a less price in 
the war-torn countries of Kurope than they 
are right here in the United States, and 
we believe it is because the people as a 
whole are being robbed, systematically and 
everlastingly, to the limit, by as conscience- 
less a lot of unhung scoundrels and com- 
mercial pirates as ever disgraced human- 
ity. 

If there is no other way to make these 
shameless skunks quit wringing the sweat 
and blood and lives out of our people, then 
our government should take over all the 
big wholesale concerns in the country, all 
the cold storage plants, all the woolen 
mills, paper mills, shoe factories and 
clothing concerns, and at the same time 
chuck hundreds of thieves and unloval 
friends of the enemy into the penitentiaries 
where they belong.

Not Exempted | The historian, Ferrero, 


clares that for two centuries the 
Italians have lived on half. ra- 
tions. In Sicily and the prov- 
inces of southern Italy poverty, 
hard, grinding, benumbing pov- 
erty is the normal condition. In 
Spain and throughout the litto- 
ral of the Mediterranean simi- 
lar conditions exist. The entire 
spirit of modern eivilizution has 
left the mass of the people sti 
battling with peverty. It is the 
one great cuuse of the rising 
tide of social unrest, which, un- 
til the breaking out of the pres- 
ent European war, was shoking 
the political systems of Eurcpe 


to the other. 

Poverty is defined by Robert 
Hunter as that condition which, 
while if may provide a bare sus- 
tenance, yet does not provide 
those necessaries which enable 
men and women to inaintain a 
State of physical — efficiency. 
Prof. Jacob H. Hollander of 
bo Hopkins university, in a more 
recent work, entitled, “The Abo- 
lition of Poverty,” defines pov- 
erty in terms of econ«inic insuf- 
ficiency—the inadequately fed, 
clad and sheltered. Pauperisin 
is a class by itself, composed of 
those who through poverty and 
other causes huve become pub- 
lic charges upon charity.
